SOME 99 per cent of pupils in 
Bridgend County Borough 
schools picked up at least two 
A Levels, which, noted a 
spokesperson, compares 
favourably to the all-Wales 
figure of 97.4 per cent. 

However, according to information 
supplied by BCBC, of all the grades 
achieved by local pupils this year, 20 
per cent were A* to A (less than the 
Welsh average of 26.3 per cent), 74.2 
per cent were A* - C (again, less than 
the Welsh average of 76.3 per cent). 

The percentage passing at A* - E 
was, at 98.3 per cent, better than the 
Welsh average 97.4 per cent. 


There were improvements in Welsh 
Baccalaureate results, where 
performances in the Advanced Skills 
Certificate were well above the all- 
Wales averages. 

For the Welsh Baccalaureate, 26.8 
per cent of the grades in Bridgend 
County Borough were A* - A (Welsh 
average 21.5 per cent) while 99.4 per 
cent of local grades were A* - E 
(Welsh average 97.7 per cent). 

AS Level results were stronger in 
the county borough, where 22 per 
cent of grades were A* - A (Welsh 
average 20.4 per cent), 70 per cent 
were A* - C (Welsh average 61.9 per 
cent) and 95.1 per cent were A* - E 
(Welsh average 90 per cent).

Derek said: “He was very well 
respected and I saw him on numerous 
times over the years. 

“Not only did he referee in the 
Bridgend league, he officiated in the 
Port Talbot league and Sunday league 
matches too.” 

The vice-chairman of Bridgend 
and District League, Gary Warner, 
described Ron as a “huge stalwart” of 
local football. 

He said: “I knew him for 25 years 
- first as a footballer and then when 
he turned to refereeing. He would 
sometimes ref three matches in a day. 
He was a huge stalwart of Bridgend 
League for over 20 years. 

“As a person he was a lovely guy, 
very approachable and always willing 
to help you out. He was a very good 
referee and part of the furniture as far 
as we were concerned - it’s a very 
sad loss.” 

Gwyn John from Llantwit Major 


said he had had great respect for Ron, 
who refereed in the South Wales FA 
Youth League, in the Sunday League 
and on Saturday afternoons too. 

He said: “Ron was a smashing guy 
and was someone who was prepared 
to turn out at any time to referee a 
match. Without referees, you can’t 
have football matches. If I gave Ron 
a ring and said ‘Can you ref a match 
tomorrow?’ he’d say ‘I’ll have a look 
in my diary’. 

“If he was free, he’d say ‘What 
time is the kick-off?’ and you’d know 
he would be there. He was as good as 
gold.” 

On social media one footballer 
commented: “Had the pleasure of 
being reffed by RP and he also reffed 
my dad and he was a great guy to be 
around... fantastic role model in the 
Bridgend community also.”

TWO local 
councillors in 
Bridgend are 
urging residents to 
contact the police 
over anti-social 
drinking issues as 
soon as they 
become aware of 
them to ensure 
officers have “live 
information” which 
they can act on 
straight away. 

Residents say young 
people drinking on 
green spaces and parks 
such as the Penybont 
Primary School 
interfield has long been 
a problem with 
teenagers leaving behind 
cans and bottles. 

On a recent litter pick 
volunteers found a 
discarded needle as 
well. 

Ward county 
councillors Nicole 
Burnett and Stuart 
Baldwin said: “We do 
get regular complaints 
from residents regarding 
anti-social behaviour in 
various parts of the 
Morfa Ward, including 
Bridgend town centre. 

“Often it is a 
congregation of young 
people, drinking alcohol 


issues 

on green spaces and 
parks. 

“This has been 
happening for many 
years and is not a new 
problem and mostly it is 
harmless, however, 
things can get out of 
hand.” 

Cllr Burnett added: 
“We have excellent 
neighbourhood policing 
teams, who patrol 
regular hotspots, but 
they can’t be 
everywhere at the same 
time, so if any residents 
are concerned then I 
urge them to phone 101. 

“Often a quiet word 
from an officer can help 
prevent trouble 
escalating and the police 
really need live 
information, rather than 
complaints after the 
event.” 

While the Penybont 
interfield is owned by 
the school, it is never 
used by the school 
children in term time 
due to the lack of a 
secure boundary fence. 

The school has other 
playing fields within its 
grounds which it does 
use.

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After nearly three weeks, 
the travellers leave Coity 



TRAVELLERS 
who were 
encamped on 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
land on Simonston 
Road in Coity, and 
were served with a 
notice to quit, left 
the site on August 
18. 

There were two 
caravans, a small tent, 
and a number of vehicles 
on the small plot. 

Their presence was 
reported to BCBC by, 
among others, Cllr 
Amanda Williams, who 
represents Coity on the 
borough council and at 
community council 
level. 

The GEM put a 
number of questions to 
BCBC about the 
encampment, any action 
being taken by BCBC, 
and any costs incurred, 

The initial response 
was a brief: “The 
council is aware of the 
travellers’ camp and is 
currently taking action.” 

Speaking to The GEM 
before the travellers 
broke camp, Cllr 
Williams said: “Like all 
residents of Coity, I am 
concerned about the 
illegal traveller camp at 
Heol Simonston and the 
delay in any action being 
taken. 

“I have referred the 
matter to BCBC officers 
and the police. I 


understand that other 
residents and the 
community council have 
also reported the matter 
on numerous occasions, 
but I am extremely 
disappointed that no 
action appears to have 
been taken.” 

She said that she had 
received reports of 
antisocial behaviour 
such as toileting in the 
field and dogs barking at 
passers by. 

“People are actively 
avoiding the area,” said 
Cllr Williams. 

She added: “Residents 


are particularly irritated 
by reports that in times 
of service cuts and the 
new stringent re-cycling 
regime, BCBC are 
collecting rubbish from 
this illegal site three 
times a week.” 

On this point, the 
BCBC spokesperson 
later said: “The 
travellers have been 
putting some bags of 
litter out on the main 
road and our litter teams 
(for public bins, not 
Kier) have been picking 
these up when passing.” 

Cllr Williams said that 


as well as BCBC taking 
swift action, she wants 
to the council develop 
“...an enduring solution, 
working with the 
traveller community, to 
ensure these incidents no 
longer occur and to 
provide facilities in the 
borough for such 
groups”. 

She added: In this day 
and age I don’t think it’s 
acceptable for people, 
including children, to 
have no alternative but 
to use a field for the 
toilet.” 

The GEM was shown 
an email from BCBC in 
response to Cllr 
Williams’ referral. In it 
was stated confirmation 
that a notice has been 
served on the travellers, 
who are being 
represented by an 
independent advocacy 
service, in accordance 
with Section 77 of the 
Criminal Justice and 
Public Order Act 1994 to 
vacate the area. 

The statement from 
the council officer 
continued: “I understand 
that... [the travellers] are 
apparently here to attend 
a festival taking place 
this weekend.” 

The statement 
continued: “Our 
litigation lawyer has 
advised [the travellers’] 
advocate the [BCBC] 
has tolerated the unauth¬ 
orised encampment for a 
short period and cannot 
exercise any further 
tolerance.” 

It concluded: “As 
such, the notice stands 
and [the travellers] have 
been advised that failure 
to comply with the 
notice will result in 
[BCBC] issuing court 
proceedings.” 

Cllr Williams said: 
“The longer the camp 
remains the longer the 
problem persists and 
there is now a real 
concern that it may 
expand into adjacent 
fields. 

“A similar camp was 
set up at the eastern end 
of Coity by-pass. That 
time the excuse was that 
because it was on private 
land, BCBC’s hands 
were tied. This time 
BCBC has confirmed 
that it is on their land so 
there are no excuses.”

AS we move 
towards September, 
Venus is the very 
bright evening star, 
very low down in 
the south-west; the 
less bright Jupiter 
is nearby, a little 
above. 

On September 12, the 
new crescent moon is 
with Jupiter and Venus 
after sunset with Venus 
just below the moon, a 
lovely sight. The 
following night the 
moon is nearer Jupiter. 
Saturn is in the evening 
sky too, fairly low down 
in the south soon after 
sunset and, on the 
evening of September 
17, the moon is close to 
the ringed planet. 

After its close 
encounter with Earth at 
the end of July, Mars is 
waning but still shines 
brightly in the evening 
sky, setting around 
midnight. 

Talking of Mars... 
regular readers of this 
feature may be forgiven 
for thinking that Eve 
just about done it to 
death in previous issues. 
Well, I’d pretty much 
thought the same but, 
just a few short weeks 
ago, along came another 
exciting revelation with 
the discovery of liquid 
water on the red planet! 

“Not again,” we may 
well say. It seems like 
every couple of years 
we hear about a new 
water-related finding on 
the planet’s surface. 

Until now, however, 
these have all been 
about ice, the possibility 
of temporary surface 
runs and evidence of 
large amounts of surface 
water, long gone, in 
Mars’ ancient past. 

Now, on July 25, the 
European Space Agency 
(ESA) announced their 
finding of evidence for a 
liquid water lake about 
1.5km below a thick 
layer of frozen ice at the 
planet’s south pole. 


Similar lakes have been 
found below thick ice at 
the Earth’s poles, one 
example being Lake 
Vostok in Antarctica. 

Theory suggests that 
pockets of water may 
exist on Mars deep 
below the surface where 
temperatures are a little 
warmer and the water 
salty enough to remain a 
liquid. 

ESA’s Mars Express 
spacecraft appears to 
have found such a sub¬ 
surface lake on our 
planetary neighbour. 
Using the same ground- 
penetrating radar 
technology that 
geologists use to find oil 
and mineral deposits on 
Earth, scientists 
observed a bright radar 
reflection which is 
consistent with what 
would be expected from 
underground liquid 
water. 

Why is this find 
exciting? It is a well- 
known fact that, 
wherever we find liquid 
water on earth, we find 
life. So called 
‘extremophiles’ thrive at 
boiling point in 
bubbling volcanic 
springs and geysers and 
also in the three times 
higher temperatures 
found in thermal vents 
on the ocean floor. 

At the other end of 
the temperature scale, 
there is abundant life in 
the frigid polar seas and, 
more interestingly from 
the point of view of this 
new finding on Mars, 
bacteria have been 
found quite happily 
existing in Earth’s sub¬ 
glacial lakes. 

So, water has again 
been found on Mars. 

But this time it’s 
different - an actual 
underground lake. If 
confirmed, this could be 
the first of perhaps 
many bodies of liquid 
water to be found on 
what is otherwise a very 
dry planet.

LE-JOG GRAND 
TOUR BEGINS

“This may have never 
been done before. 

“On the return journey 
through Scotland I shall 
have the option, if health 
and well-being allow, of 
taking a ferry to NI and 
doing a loop there to 
make the journey a 
Grand Tour of Great 
Britain of some 2,000 
miles, possibly 

comparable to the Tour 
de France.” 

Mr Brophy dismissed 
as “cossetted” the 
professional athletes that 


take part in the Tour de 
France, saying: “Unlike 
the cossetted riders of 
‘Le Tour’, I will be 
unaccompanied and 
unsupported, (but GPS- 
tracked by friends and 
relatives), and will 
rough-sleep as much as 
possible. 

“This is because 
B&Bs would slow me 
down.” 

He said that he is 
raising funds for the

Age, adding: “... if there 
is one demographic that 
accepts how tough 
elderly people can be it is 
other elderly people.”

Windmill Lane rumpus could be 
investigated by Football Association 


LLANTWIT Major’s Welsh League 
Division One clash against Penybont at 
Windmill Lane on Saturday ended in an 
unpleasant series of scuffles on the pitch 
and along the touchline. 

Welsh football chiefs are likely to launch an 
investigation into what caused the problems and who 
was responsible. A bad-tempered match, which 
pitted newly-promoted Llantwit against highly-rated 
Penybont, ended in a 0 - 0 draw, but included five 
red cards. 

There were problems along the touchline during 
play and when the final whistle went there were 
acrimonious scenes with pushing and shoving, and 
scuffles both on and off the pitch. 

Welsh League secretary Ken Tucker said the 
Football Association of Wales might lead an 
investigation into what happened. “Initially the 
referee is going to have to submit his report. 

“When it arrives, we will launch an investigation, 
but this one will probably go to the FAW. 

“If it’s a major case the FAW will take over the 
investigation.

“We have our rulebook and can investigate 
anything within that book. Anything outside that 
with regard to behaviour comes under the remit of 
the FAW.” 

A short film which showed some of the 
controversial moments was uploaded onto social 
media platforms and has been viewed by thousands 
of people. 

Llantwit Major AFC issued an official statement 
saying it wanted to express its “sincere 
disappointment surrounding the incidents that took 
place during the weekend’s fixture with Penybont 
and subsequent footage that has been widely 
circulated on social media.. 

The statement went on: “Following the previous 


season’s successes in which the club was 
acknowledged and praised by the FAW for achieving 
‘Tier 2’ criteria to continue playing at our Windmill 
Lane ground, we are extremely disappointed that for 
a club which prides itself on our strong community 
foundation, we now seemingly find ourselves in a 
position where the club’s reputation has been 
brought into dispute. 

“The club has been proactive in initiating an 
internal investigation to identify whether any of the 
attending spectators have used the game and 
occasion to behave in an inappropriate, disrespectful 
or provocative manner towards any member of 
Llantwit Major or Penybont Football Club or the 
wider audience. 

“Following its findings, subsequent action will be 
taken against individuals or groups of personnel as 
necessary. 

“The club is ready to fully cooperate with the 
FAW if they deem it necessary to investigate. 

“The club will be making no further comment on 
this issue until any forthcoming investigations are 
completed.”

Local authority 
reveals details 
of parking fines 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
has collected more 
than half a million 
pounds from 
issuing parking 
fines over the past 
two years. 

The local authority 
issued fines totalling 
£255,065 between the 
middle of May 2017 to 
the middle of May 2018. 

The previous year, for 
the same period, it 
issued fines totalling 
£265,257. 

All fines related to 
parking penalty charge 
notices. 

Parking offences that 


can lead to a penalty 
charge include people 
parking for longer than 
they should in council- 
run car parks, parking on 
double yellow lines, 
parking on bus stops, 
parking without a permit 
in permit controlled 
areas, or parking on 
school ‘keep clear’ zones 
and pedestrian crossings 
with zig-zags. 

Money raised through 
fines, of course, pays the 
costs of employing 
traffic wardens (civil 
enforcement officers) 
and by law, any surplus 
funds must be put back 
into the parking service.

New ‘Patients Know 


Best’ app 

A NEW digital service called 
Patients Know Best (PKB) 
aims to offer patients the 
chance to be more involved in 
their care by securely giving 
them access to their own health 
records. 

A spokeswoman for the ABMU 
health board said: “As well as having 
24/7 access to their records, patients 
can now choose who they want to 
share the information with, and work 
much more closely and easily with 
clinicians to manage their future care 
as a team. 

“ Care plans can be created digitally 
with input from patients and clinicians, 
and videos and other media content to 
help patients better understand their 
condition and manage care are also 
available. 

“By making it simpler for patients to 
choose who can see their information, 
patients can easily share it with other 
agencies or healthcare professionals, 
smoothing the way for much easier 
cross-boundary or multi-agency care. 
They can also share the information 
with relatives and carers. 

“PKB also allows clinicians to 
conduct virtual clinics, so patients 
don’t always need to attend an 
outpatients clinic, and the app can 
connect to devices like ones used to 
monitor blood sugar levels. 

“Following a successful pilot in 
three departments in Morriston, 
Singleton and Neath Port Talbot 
hospitals, a growing number of 
outpatients in the Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend are now being 
offered PKB access to their personal 
online health record. 

“ABMU is the first in Wales to offer 
patients PKB, but there is now growing 
interest from health boards across 
Wales. 

“ABMU has been working in 
partnership with Welsh Government 
which part-funded the early 
demonstrator pilot through its 
Efficiency Through Technology fund 


launched 

and NHS Wales Informatics Service 
(NWIS) which has helped to integrate 
PKB with national data systems.” 

Hamish Laing, chair of the PKB 
Project Board and former ABMU 
Medical Director, said: “There is good 
evidence that giving patients greater 
access to their own health information 
and care plans, as well as other 
information about their health, helps 
them to take greater control of their 
health and offers us better ways to 
support them in doing so.” 

Dr Mohammad Al-Ubayfii, chief 
executive of Patients Know Best said: 
“The NWIS and PKB integration is the 
first time a nation has allowed the data 
to move anywhere with the patient. 
It’s great to work with the government 
of Wales to offer this progressive 
approach to patients.” 

Cardiac outpatient Deborah Isidoro 
from Pencoed, started using PKB a few 
weeks ago. 

After suffering a heart attack in 
2016, aged just 49, she was one of the 
first cardiology patients offered PKB 
when it was launched in the Princess of 
Wales Hospital last month. 

She said: “I like the way that I am 
now able to see my results online, so 
I’m better prepared ahead of an 
appointment. I’m able to think about 
the questions I want to ask ahead of 
speaking to my nurse. 

“It gives me more understanding of 
what’s going on - it is empowering in 
a way. Now I am much better 
prepared.” 

ABMU patients currently using 
PKB include cardiac and Parkinson’s, 
and chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disease patients are also going live. 

However clinicians from many 
other specialties may also soon be 
offering PKB to their patients, as the 
roll out continues - with PKB being 
offered to patients throughout ABMU 
in diabetes, urology, ears nose and 
throat, and gastroenterology from this 
autumn.

A VALE mum of 
two who 
underwent life¬ 
saving treatment 
for cancer twice is 
hosting a charity 
event called 
Oakfest in the 
village of Llanmaes 
this Saturday, 
August 25. 

Llinos Griffin- 
Williams (35) 
understands the 
emotional impact 
having cancer can have 
on someone and is keen 
to raise funds for CLIC 
Sargent and Cancer 
Research UK. 

At 16 years old, she 
was diagnosed with 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma. 
At the time she was 
living in north Wales 
and had to travel to 
Manchester for 
radiotherapy. She later 
received the all clear. 

But eight years later 
the cancer came back 
and she went to the 
University Hospital of 
Wales for a gruelling 
six-month course of 
chemotherapy. 

Llinos recovered and 
is now married to Peter 
and has two children 
Ani, aged four, and 
Gwenna, aged nine 
months. 

But she hasn’t 
forgotten what it felt 
like to battle cancer at a 
young age. It explains 
why Oakfest - and the 
causes it seeks to 
support - are so close to 
her heart. 

“The festival is to 
celebrate life - and 
dedicated in memory of 
a friend of mine, 
Aislinn, who passed 
away. 

“She taught me that 
you never stop fighting 
no matter how tough the 
odds.

CAMPAIGNERS opposing Vale Council plans 
to close Llancarfan Primary School are furious 
that an IT problem has resulted in some 
responses to a consultation process being cut 
short. 

Two consultations have been held on plans to replace 
Llancarfan Primary School in the Vale with a new 
school some five miles away in Rhoose - leading to 


parents expressing deep concerns. 

It has now emerged that several responses to both of 
these consultations may not have been received after the 
online submission form included a 10,000 character 
limit. 

Any response that exceeded 10,000 characters has 
been automatically cut down, with key concerns 
potentially missed. 

Campaigners are so annoyed that they are demanding 


‘Dinas Powys needs some TLC’ 
say local councillors 


‘DINAS Powys needs more care and attention 
from the Vale Council’, local community 
councillors have claimed. 

Cllr Richard Grigg, Plaid community councillor for 
the Murch Ward, said: “This year we have seen 
standards slip. The county council is reducing services 
across Dinas Powys. 

“There was a failure to control weeds everywhere. 
There is a serious lack of enforcement of parking 
regulations especially opposite Tesco. Why did the 
council paint these lines, which must have cost a lot of 
council taxpayers’ money, if they were not willing to 
ensure that people faced a ticket?” 

Fellow Plaid community councillor Chris Franks 
said: “In this area there has been a bike chained up 
advertising a window cleaner for some considerable 
time. 

“The cycle is a wreck and looks awful. The Vale 
Council shows no interest. Again, the weeds are 
sprouting and makes the area a mess. 

“Important road lines have been worn away 
especially at junctions with Cardiff Road. We were told 
in January that they could not be repainted because of the 
wet weather. I think that there have been a few dry spells 
lately. 

“Then there has been the dreadful pollution of the 
local streams. It took local residents and Plaid to 
pressurise the Natural Resources Wales to force a 
resolution. What was the Conservative-Independent 
County Council doing to help our community?” 

Mike Clogg, Vale Council operational manager for 
neighbourhood services and transport, said the council 
had been taking action: “The council successfully 
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completed a first round of weed spraying throughout the 
Vale earlier in the summer and there will be a further 
round in the autumn. 

“We will investigate specific areas where this issue 
may remain a problem and carry out any remedial works 
necessary prior to the next round of spraying. 

“Double yellow lines have been placed on Castle 
Drive in Dinas Powys to deter motorists from parking 
there and fixed penalty notices issued for this offence. 

“Enforcement officers prioritise the busiest areas of 
the Vale, with Barry and the Island, Penarth, Cowbridge 
and Llantwit Major taking precedent. Enforcement in 
other areas is proportionate to the problems faced. 

“We have previously received no report of an 
abandoned bike in this area, but will investigate this 
matter with a view to getting it removed. 

“A road marking crew is scheduled to be out early 
next week to refresh any deteriorating highway lines and 
will visit the locations mentioned.” 

He added: “Issues relating to water pollution should 
be directed to Natural Resources Wales.”

NOT exclusion’ 

C OMMENTS against Cllr Charles, such as 
‘divisive’, ‘discriminatory’, ‘imposing of 
beliefs’ and attendees ‘having to take 
evasive action’ could also be deemed oppressive 
and discriminatory against Cllr Charles. 

Some points to consider. 

Prayers are fundamental in decision making in all 
areas of life for a Christian. Clarification has already 
been sought by Cllr Shirley Hodges, via the town 
clerk, that prayers are allowed prior to a meeting. 

Freedom of speech enables Cllr Charles to state her 
intention to pray before the start of council meetings 
and extend her invitation to other councillors. 

This shows her willingness to include other faiths 
and cultures who pray, as well as Christians. Those 
who decline, cannot complain of being excluded. The 
clue is in the word ‘invitation’. 

Steven Evans of the London-based Secular Society 
mentions availability of chamber, for attendees to 
meet with colleagues, take their seats and prepare.

His comments about Barry being “a religiously 
diverse and largely non-religious community” makes 
me wonder how much he actually knows about Barry, 
other than what has been communicated to him. 

As for prayers interfering with others in the 
chamber, contrary to the idea that it would be “loud 
prayer in public”, prayer is mostly said quietly, even 
within a group, with respect to others around them. 

Some disagree that we are predominantly a 
Christian country, but we are willing to embrace other 
faiths and cultures, many of whom have fled from 
persecution for their beliefs, but not so ready to 
embrace the Christian faith that many of all ages still 
have today, even in Barry.

They have received support from the regional AM, 
Andrew RT Davies, who said: “Parents and residents 
are understandably very concerned by these proposals 
and they must be given a full and proper opportunity to 
have their voice heard. 

“Two consultations have been undertaken to date and 
it is unacceptable that in both cases responses may have 
been lost because of a 10,000 character limit.” 

Responding, a Vale Council spokesman said: “As 
part of the consultation on primary education in the 
Western Vale, stakeholders are provided with the 
opportunity to convey any feedback via a number of 
mechanisms, including letters, emails, and an onl in e 
web form. 

“The issue in question relates to a small number of 
responses (approximately one per cent) being truncated 
due to their length, which exceeded a maximum value 
in the survey software database system. 

“The council’s understanding of the software was 
that there was no limitation on the length of responses 
via the online system. However, the issue became 
apparent following the qualitative review and analysis 
when a small number of responses were found to end 
abmptly. 

“Upon querying this with the developer, they advised 
that while any length of response can be entered, only 
the first 9,999 characters would be saved to the database 


once the form has been submitted. 

“The council believes it is important to be transparent 
and values the feedback given by stakeholders. To that 
end, after investigating the issue the council contacted 
these respondents to ensure that they had the 
opportunity to include any additional points they felt are 
relevant, prior to any report being made available to 
members for consideration. 

“Respondents were contacted with copies of the 
submissions received, and have been asked if they wish 
to add any additional points that may not have been 
covered beyond the 9,999 character limit. A number of 
responses have already been received. The existing 
content of the submissions in question, and any 
addendums to them will be included as part of the 
analysis and will not be discounted. 

“Questions have already been put forward by the 
public and were responded to at Full Council on July 18, 
2018. Questions have been fully answered when they 
have related to matters of fact. 

“However, it is not possible to answer questions 
which ask for an opinion or view prior to consideration 
of the outcome of the consultation. The issues raised 
will be addressed in the consultation report and given 
due consideration by cabinet prior to a decision being 
made on whether or not to publish a statutory notice in 
relation to the proposal.”

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Don’t fall for 
‘fake police 
officer’ fraud 


THERE have been 
more than a dozen 
incidents of Vale 
and Bridgend 
residents being 
contacted by people 
pretending to be 
police officers and 
asking them to 
hand over money. 

The calls were so 
convincing some people 
did hand over cash. 
South Wales Police 
emphasised that officers 
will never ask people for 
money. 

A spokesman said: 
“We are urging the 
public to be cautious and 


vigilant after a number 
of people have reported 
being contacted by 
callers purporting to be 
police officers asking to 
hand over significant 
amounts of money. 

“Police officers will 
never ask for your 
money. Our advice is to 
hang up and call us on 
101 . 

“Please tell your 
elderly or vulnerable 
relatives and neighbours 
about this scam. 

“In the past month, 
we have seen a marked 
increase in the number 
of people reporting calls 
of this nature. 

“In Bridgend and the 


Vale there have been 
more than a dozen 
incidents in recent 
weeks.” 

Fraudsters claim to be 
police officers from the 
Metropolitan Police, 
Avon and Somerset 
Police or other forces 
and have been so 
convincing that some 
people handed over bank 
details as requested. 
Other people were more 
suspicious and refused. 

The callers involved 
in the scam suggest 
questionable activity or a 
potential security breach 
of the intended victim’s 
bank or building society 
account. 

They then suggest that 
to protect the rest of 
their money, the victim 
should hand it over to 
keep it safe either by 
withdrawing cash or by 
bank transfer. 

Some are then told a 
‘courier’ will come to 
their home to collect the 
money as part of the 
scam. 

These fake officers 
even provide fake badge 
numbers and in a 
number of the cases the 
fraudsters advised 
victims to call an 
additional number to 
speak to another 
fraudster who then 
‘verifies’ the authenticity 
of the call.

family without realising 
his behaviour is actually 
being detrimental, is a 
familiar one (look no 
further than Hook ) and 
it’s this part of the plot 
that feels most 
cumbersome. 

A solemn opening 20 
minutes doesn’t really 
set the pulse racing 
either, taking us through 
Christopher’s young life 
to where we meet him 
now. It all feels a little 
austere and maudlin, a 
little too serious for what 
is ostensibly a film for 
children and the child 
that lives within adults. 

It picks up when Pooh 
reappears; voiced with 
effortless aplomb by Jim

like the adventures of 
Paddington, then it’s 
certainly by design (and 
even features that film’s 
co-writer Simon Farnaby 
in a small but fun role) 
but these are characters 
who hold their own and 
that ensures you don’t 
feel too shortchanged. 
The plot is 

perfunctory to say the 
least (and if you’ve seen 
the trailer there will be 
nothing here that takes 
you by surprise) which 
disappoints, especially

It’s the voice cast who 
shine the most, 
Cummings pivotal as he 
wraps his distinctive 
voice around the 
character of Pooh once 
more, while the likes of 
Chris O’Dowd, Toby 
Jones, Peter Capaldi and 
more bring vivid life to 
the denizens of Hundred 
Acre Wood, some of 
whom could have had a 
little more to do. 

Director Marc Forster 
is usually to be found 
handling more solemn 
fare, and at times his 
propensity for this seeps 
through; when he injects 
some lightness and 
humour into proceedings 
it takes flight, and the 
film feels more pleasing, 
but it never feels natural; 
there’s a forced element 
that seems to go against

Louis Nethercott, 
programme delivery lead 
of the national career 
recovery team, described 
the purpose of the course 
and said: “It’s about 
helping people learn 
more about themselves in 
terms of strengths, skills, 
likes, dislikes, as well as 
identify opportunities for 
a purposeful future role, 
whether that be in 
fulfilling paid work, 
voluntary work or 
finding enjoyable 

hobbies. 

“By the time the 
experience is complete, 
they should be able to 
translate their strengths 
and skills into civilian

Mr Dunkley added: 
“Having the course in 
Wales has made it easier 
for me because I’m not 
fighting with the traffic 
every morning to get 
here, because traffic 
sends my stress levels 
through the roof.

THE Cathedral School 
continues what a 
spokesperson termed its 
track record for outstanding 
results” at A-Level, with its 
year-13 pupils achieving 53 
per cent of all grades at A*-A, 
and 75 per cent at A*-B.

I S the Barry 
branch of The 
RAFA aware 
that a former Barry 
man, Charles 
Benjamin Redrup, 
was involved in 
design work for 
Avro on Lancasters 
during the war?

Benjamin Redrup by 
Professor Bill Fairney, 
published by Diesel 
Publishing, Badminton, 
Gloucester. 

Included in his known 
designs are: 1942 aero- 
hydraulic drive for gun 
turret operation, and a 
1943 200gpm 2000psi 
double ended wobble 
plate hydraulic pump for 
bomb spinning drive.

“I have attached some 
extra pictures of the 
Barry motorcycle. To 
protect the driver’s legs 
the rotating engine block 
was covered in a 
perforated casing, rather 
like a colander! 
“Regarding the bouncing 
bomb, the bomb was 
spun up by a hydraulic 
motor originally used by 
Vickers in submarines. 
“The hydraulic power 
came from a special 
pump attached to one of 
the engines. It was this 
pump that Mr Redrup 
designed because the 
original was only short¬ 
term rated for turning 
the upper gun turret, 
whereas the bomb had to 
be spun up for several 
minutes.’’Visit 
dieselpublishing .wordpre 
ss.com for more 
information. 
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Vale Council responds to 
waste collection concerns 


1 refer to the concerns 
recently highlighted on 
your newspaper’s 
letters page regarding the 
Vale Council’s decision to 
restrict the number of 
black bags collected from 
September 3,2018. 

I very much understand how 
such controls are being perceived 
and, as the cabinet member 
responsible for the council’s 
waste management services, 
thought I should explain the 
reasoning behind this most 
difficult of decisions. 

Like all Welsh Local 
Authorities the Vale Council is 
bound by legislation that 
determines what our recycling 
performance should be at given 
times. 

For 2019/20 we are required to 
achieve a recycling target of 64 
per cent, which, with the fantastic 
efforts of our residents we 
achieved in 2016/17, with 65.33. 
Unfortunately this performance 
dropped to 63.1 per cent last year 
(2017/18). 

By 2024/25 the target is 70 per 
cent. 

This is where the real 
challenge lies as all our 
predictions under the current non- 
restricted black bag arrangements 
suggest that we will miss this 
target, and by some margin, with 
our performance currently 
stagnating at around the 63/65 per 
cent mark. 

In 2024/25 we could face fines 
of £200 per tonne for every tonne 
of waste below the 70 per cent 
target not recycled. To provide an 
indication of how much this 
could cost; 5 per cent of our 
waste weighs in at 3,123 tonnes, 


so if we missed the target by 5 
per cent this could cost our 
council tax payers £624,000 per 
annum. 

Unfortunately ,there is no 
legislation that we can rely on to 
force the public to recycle, and 
we know that a small number of 
our residents still do not recycle 
at all. 

We are however able to restrict 
the amount of black bag waste we 
collect, so this is the only 
appropriate method available to 
us to increase recycling 
participation. 

We very much hope that by 
restricting the black bags 
collected we will encourage the 
public to better consider the 
contents of their black bags 
before placing them out on the 
kerbside for collection. 

Many of our residents are 
already able to comply with the 
two black bag rules as 
conscientious recyclers. 

We know that this method is 
far from perfect. The identity of a 
person’s black bag is neutral, 
meaning they can be placed 
anywhere on the kerbside. 

We however, hope that our 
residents will work with us and 
their neighbours on this, as they 
have done with all other waste 
changes over the years. 

We could have invested in 
thousands of wheeled bins at a 
cost of millions of pounds but the 
amount of residual waste by 
volume that the public would be 
able to put out for collection 
would remain the same and 
wheeled bins have not been 
proven to increase recycling or 
reduce operating costs. 

They also can look unsightly 
when placed on the kerbside, 
particularly in our terraced 


streets. 

We are very aware that due to 
a householder’s specific 
circumstances e.g. having small 
children with nappies, they may 
be unable to comply with the two 
bag limit, even if they recycle 
everything they can. 

For this reason, we have 
arrangements in place to support 
households with six or more 
residents, for nappies, adult 
hygiene products, ashes or large 
amounts of pet waste. 

You may apply for an 
additional allowance by calling 
01446 721536. 

In previous years we have been 
one of the best performing 
councils in Wales for recycling 
and this is in the main down to 
the efforts of our residents. 

Due to a range of practices 
including restricting residual 
(black bag) waste, many councils 
are now out-performing us and 
well on their way, or even 
exceeding, the 70 per cent target. 

We need to introduce the black 
bag restrictions now to make a 
step change towards and beyond 
the 70 per cent figure to protect 
the interests of our residents by 
giving ourselves the best 
opportunity of avoiding future 
fines. 

I look forward to working with 
our residents on this next phase 
of our environmental journey 
and, though I recognise for some 
that the change will be 
challenging, I very much hope 
that the reasons for it are 
understood, and most of all 
supported.

Villagers in campaign to 



VILLAGERS and 
businesses are 
joining forces with 
the Vale Council to 
rescue a century- 
old duck pond in 
Fonmon. 

The pond dried up 
over the summer through 
a combination of 
exceptionally low 
rainfall, high 
temperatures and leaks 
from the base and 
boundary wall. 

As a result, the 
moorhens and wild 
ducks abandoned the 
pond to seek an 
alternative habitat and 
large willow trees in the 
central island are 
showing signs of 
distress. 

Fonmon, Rhoose and 
Aberthaw residents have 
formed the ‘Save 
Fonmon Pond’ group to 
try and prevent the loss 
of a pond which has 
long been a focal point 
in the village and used 
regularly as a 
picturesque backdrop for 
wedding photographs. 

The plan is to clear 
weeds and brambles that 
choke the willows and 
weaken the wall around 
the pond, causing it to 
leak. 

The Vale Council has 
agreed to do some initial 
work but volunteers will 
also be needed to 
remove silt that has built 
up over the years. 

Save Fonmon Group 
members are also 


considering building a 
new clay base using the 
same technique 
employed for canals. 

Fonmon resident 
Denise Cooper 
explained: “Our 
immediate priority is to 
prevent the willows 
dying and to encourage 
the wildlife to return but 
we then need to stop the 
pond leaking. 

“We also have to find 
a more reliable source of 
water instead of the 
ground water that 
currently feeds into the 
pond which dries during 
spells without much 
rain.” 

The group estimates it 
will cost more than 
£5,000 for the most 


urgent work and it has 
started fundraising to 
meet the cost. It had a 
collection at the Fonmon 
Agricultural Show which 
raised more £340 in a 
few hours, and there 
have been other 
individual donations. 

Discussions are under 
way with local 
businesses who have 
shown interest in helping 
with the restoration and 
the Vale Council has 
given its support, 
although has said it 
doesn’t have the budget 
to take on the entire 
project. 

Denise added: “The 
support from the local 
community has been 
tremendous. 


“Everyone has been 
so saddened to see the 
state of the pond this 
year and keen to help, 
whether that’s by 
donating money or 
offering to help clear the 
site. 

“None of us want to 
lose something that has 
been in our village for so 
long.”

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Karl wants to share slimming secrets 


A SLIMMER who transformed his life 
by losing five stone is using his success to 
shape a whole career helping other 
people change their lives and achieve 
their weight loss dreams too. 

Karl Payne joined his local Slimming World 
group in Barry in June 2016 and dropped from 15 
stone 7.51bs to 10 stone 7.5 in just 10 short months.

“ never dreamed I would have the confidence to 
stand in front of a group, talking to members about 
my journey and inspire members. 

“Support is really the most important thing. It all 
starts with feeling that you’re not alone. I couldn’t 
have lost 5 stone without the weekly help, 
encouragement and understanding of my own 
consultant and group. 

“Setting targets, sharing recipes and other ideas, 
and working together as a group to overcome 
challenges and celebrate success is so important to 
a successful journey. 

“Like a lot of slimmers, I had tried to lose 
weight so many times before by following 
numerous diets but they were never sustainable 
because I’d always get tired of restricting what I

ate. 

“I thought I was destined to struggle with my 
weight for the rest of my life, but when I came to 
Slimming World it was different. I never felt like I 
was on a diet. The eating plan encourages you to 
eat lots of tasty, filling foods like pasta, rice, 
potatoes and lean meat and fish.

September 

Skies... 


THIS month, the 
sky shows the best 
of the summer 
constellations and a 
hint of what will be 
as the seasons 
change. 

High up, the Milky 
Way lies almost 
overhead and any pair of 
binoculars will show 
more stars than you can 
count. When viewing the 
Milky Way, what you 
are doing is looking at 
one of our galaxy’s 
arms. 

There are at least four 
different arms. Our 
galaxy is a type 
officially called a barred 
spiral, and is around 
100,000 light-years 
across. We believe there 
is a massive black hole 
in its centre and it 
contains something like 
100-400 billion stars. 

Our galaxy is just one of 
a group, known as the 
local group. 

If you find it hard to 
imagine the galaxy, I can 
think of no better 
description than one 
given by the late, great 
Sir Patrick Moore. He 
suggested that, if we 
could look from the 
outside of our galaxy, it 
would look like two 
fried eggs back to back. 

Cygnus the Swan is 
now right overhead 
marked by the bright star 
Deneb but the 
constellation looks more 
like a cross than a Swan. 
The other two members 
of the ‘summer’ 
triangle - Vega in the 
constellation of Lyra - 
and Altair the Eagle, are 
also well placed for 
viewing. 

Very low down on the 
southern horizon, the 
planet Mars can be seen 
and its red colour should 
be enough for you to 
spot it. The Moon will 
also lie close to Mars on 
the 19 th and 20 th. 

We also welcome a 
visitor, Comet 
21 P/Giacobini-Zinner. 
Discovered in 1900, it 
takes between six and 
seven years to orbit the 
Sun once. We call these 
‘short period comets’. In 
fact, any comet that 
takes less than about 200 
years to orbit the Sun are 
known as short period. 

Comets that take 
longer are known as 
Tong period comets’. To 
locate it (as it is not 
expected to reach naked 
eye brightness), try one 
of these ways. 


Find Deneb and, 
using binoculars, follow 
the Milky Way down 
between the east and 
north horizons. You 
should see a naked eye 
star, Capella marking the 
constellation of Auriga. 

On the third of the 
month the comet will be 
very close to this star. It 
should appear as a fuzzy 
blob, just like an out-of- 
focus star. Or try looking 
with the naked eye 
between the two 
horizons for the brightest 
star you can see - which 
should be Capella. 

Alternatively, come to 
one of our observing 
sessions and we will do 
our best to show it to 
you. 

It is often said that the 
constellations look 
nothing like the names 
assigned to them and 
this is true! One that 
‘bucks the trend’, 
however, is Delphinus, 
the Dolphin. To locate it 
look below Cygnus and 
find Altair in the Eagle: 
now let your eyes focus 
to the left of this bright 
star. 

The area is not so hot 
in having bright stars 
around, but the shape of 
a dolphin standing on its 
tail, side on with the 
head facing left can be 
seen clearly towards the 
east horizon. With a 
little practice and plenty 
of imagination, this 
dolphin will soon be 
performing tricks for 
you... 

Jupiter can be located 
in evening twilight. On 
September 14 the 
crescent Moon will be to 
the left of this giant 
planet. The next evening 
the Moon will be above 
the bright star Antares, 
while on the 17th the 
Moon will appear close 
to another giant planet, 
Saturn. 

But don’t just use the 
Moon as a guide to other 
celestial objects, any 
optical aid will show a 
wealth of detail on its 
surface. More craters 
than you can shake a 
stick at.

The first was for 
horses not exceeding 
15.2 hh, the minimum 
weight being list, 71b. 
In the second race the 
riders weighed out at 
13st. 

The races were held 
on a Wednesday 
afternoon, and the 
competitors weighed out 
in the outbuildings of Mr 
Ralph Thurston Bassett’s 
Farm at Crossways, near 
Cowbridge. 

Mr Bassett, who held 
the mastership of the 
Glamorgan Hounds, was 
a popular sportsman and 
was solely responsible 
for the existence of the 
Cowbridge Hunt Races. 

The course for these 
point-to-point races is 
said to have commenced 
at a point between 
Llandow and 

Stembridge. Crossing 
the Clemenston brook, it 
took a direction 
northward, and turning 
right and leaving Hilton 
Farm on the left, it was 
almost a straight line 
over the Pinklands, 


finishing at the Corrwgs. 

The course, which was 
mostly grass, was a stiff 
one and the distance was 
about four miles. 

Victory in the first 
event went to Mr H 
Watson’s Snitton which a 
month later landed a 
selling hunter’s 

steeplechase at 

Cowbridge Races. 

There were 12 starters 
for the second race - 
there had been 14 in the 
first - which was won by 
Captain Morgan 

Lindsay’s Brunette. 

Mr Herbert Sarsfield 
Watson, the son of Mr 
Jonas Watson, a well- 
known Cardiff business 
man, was a popular rider 
at local meetings and on 
a few occasions won the 
Glamorgan Hunt Cup at 
Cowbridge 
Steeplechases. 

This race, incidentally, 
was also for horses 
which had been hunted 
with either the 
Glamorgan or Tredegar 
pack of hounds. 

One person who 
remembered Captain 


Morgan Lindsay was Mr 
WJ Heariden, who was 
his stable lad from 1919 
until 1927. It was 
Colonel Lindsay by then 
and Mr Heariden 
recalled: “He was a real 
Christian and devout 
churchman and one of 
nature’s rare gentlemen. 
He served in the South 
African war and the 
1914-18 war, in which he 
sadly lost three sons, all I 
think, in the space of 12 
months.” 

Col Lindsay trained 
many winners from his 
mountainside training 
ground at Ystrad Mynach 
and among those to ride 
for him were Fulke 
Walwyn, Evan Williams 
and Harry Llewellyn. 

The South Wales 
Daily News reporter, 
Cosmos, did not seem 
entirely satisfied with the 
conditions of entry for 
these races. He wrote: 
“When the conditions 


were framed, the limiting 
of the animals’ height to 
15.2 was done in order to 
give the smaller 
animals - of which there 
are so many in the hunt - 
a reasonable expectation 
of carrying off the 
trophy, but the intentiion 
failed, because weight 
was not allowed for 
inches, as it should have 
been.” 

He also went on to 
say: “The framing of 
these conditions did not 
allow a bona fide farmer 
to enter his horse in 
either of the races. Such 
a small courtesy would 
cost nothing,and would 
cement many a 
friendship.” Cosmos, it 
seems was not only an 
outspoken man, but a 
wise man too. Next time: 
The Glamorgan Hunt 
hold their point-to-point 
races during the 
Cowbridge ‘Hunt Week’.
